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We have received new light on the best way to oper- 


ate an electric light plant from Electron, who is contribut- 


ing to- the Open Parliarftent columns m this paper. 


As far as we know, the only apparently successful mu- 


nicipal plant in this country is that at Jacksonville, Fla. 


TF7s~NQT, however, making S94^S1.4t>«i)r anything like it. 
"Public Service" analyzes the Jacksonville report -as fol- 


lows: 


"Deducting the cost-of extensions-and improvements 


from the 'profits' for the year leaves $54.397. 
Interest on 


the whole investment at 5 per cent is $18.271. Assum- 
ing the plant to be worth $200,000, depreciation at 6 per 
cent would be $12,000, and the taxes lost would amount 
to $2,400 at least 
These three items of concealed ex- 


pense amount 
to $32,671, which would leave the raa! 


profits in the neighborhood of $21.708. 
Considering this 


in connection with the prices charged for street lightmn. 
the $2 arbitrary minimum and the uniform rate of sevei 
cents per kilowatt for lighting, the amount is not astonish- 
ing," 


The minimum charge of $2 per month (minimum here 


is $1.35) means $24 a year for the use of electricity from 
the smallest consumer on their books, and presents a 
happy way for the department to overcome its seemingly 
low charge per kilowatt hour. 


The proM on this minimum charge of $2 is shown by
